1. The amendment filed May 14, 2003 in Paper No. 12 is acknowledged and has 
been placed in the file. However, the proposed amendment to the claims has not been 
entered for the following reasons: 

If entered, the amendment would raise new issues, which would require further 
consideration and search. In addition, entry of the proposed amendment would raise 
the issue of new matter, necessitating consideration of whether the specification 
provides the necessary antecedence to support the recitation of newly recited 
limitations.
